Hansen's back, says probe 
-qfshah may Irielp hostages^ 



WASHINGTON lUPI) Hep. 
Gcorfje Hansen, on retuminH- froni_ 
from his Independent but criticised 
trip to Iran, said Wednesday nlitbl he 
had been assured that a congressional 
invcslltiatlon of the deposed shah may 
help case the crisis in Tehran, 

/Hansen said there had been some 
cause for Qplfmlsm ntraut release of 
the -19 MostaKos held at the occupied 
U.S. Embassy, hut cautioned that a 
change In the leadership in Tehran 
"complicates" the situation. 

Hansen, un Idaho Republican, went 
to Iran on his own lo try to ncnoliate 
the release oMhc-hpsIu^es, held top_ 
'more than ihrec weeks. lie has been 
■ criticized by confircssionai ond ad- 
ministration officials on ({'rounds of 
meddling In fdrolBn policy.; 

Hansen said he had uniuranccs 
from Iranian otficlals tbut l( Congress _ 
would InvcsllKnlc the shuh's activities '
